hockey .is no game for weaklings and 
faint hearts.

selling a thing.

market price of labor. In the whole' 
world this is the only thing for which ' 
the buyer sets the price. 
) 


"The seller sets it iu the stores and 


for all other commodities, and labor is 
the only exception. This fact had its 
origin in slavery and serfdom, and our 
preheat discontent with it is manifest- 
cd by the people in a desire to have a' 
voice in determining the conditions 
and the price under which labor and 
labor power shall be bought and sold, i 


"The movement is begun in a spirit 


of conciliation and for the benefit of 
the whole human race. If buyer and 
seller are unable to agree, there enters 
a spirit of opposition, and finally there 
is a strike. 
i 


'•The question is met on the same 


inhuman and inhumane level in which 
it is viewed by the employer. The peo- 
ple decline to sell their only wealth ex- ' 
cept under fairer conditions. The pro- 
duction of wealth is discontinued to 
determine anew the conditions under 
which it shall be produced. 
[ 


"But there is another view. Consider- 


ing the resources of the country, tho j 
genius and ingenuity of the people and 
the advance in the methods of prctec- i 
tion, the workers declare that their 
share of wealth produced is not com- j 
mensurate with that to which they are 
entitled. They insist on better homes, ! 
better surroundings, better opporumi- i 
ties for the cultivation of all that is 
good, and a strike is justifiable .if it is 
necessary.

'•I don't say that I or the organization 


with which I am allied advocates 
strikes. No man has devoted any part 
,cf his life to the discussion of the labor 
question cr to helping the wage earner.". 
in the labor movement but has done all 
iu his power to prevent and avert 
strikes.

"I have yet to find one such in my 


third of a century of connection with 
the labor movement who is an advocate 
of strikes.

"We don't want to strike. There is 


fun in a strike, no enjoyment. There 
is some experience of an unkind and 
unsympathetic character. But people 
who won't fight when driven to the last 
resort will never have their honor .cr 
their interests respected. There are 
some things worse than strikes— degra- 
dation, demoralization and a cowardly 
manhood. There comes a time when to 
refuse to strike is to sign the enslave- 
ment of the workers.

"All history has proved that the best 


preventive of strikes is preparedness ' 
for them. That may sound to some peo- 
ple like preparing for industrial war, 
but it is not so. If peace is to be pre- 
served in the world of nations, it must 
come from one of tAvo things— all na- 
tions being armed or all being dis- 
armed. If one nation is armed, it is 
madness for another to remr.in un- 
armed. 


'•The employers of modern times rre 


in their 
nature organizations fully 


equipped for assault acainst workmen. 
The possession of wealth is in itself an 
industrial armament of the employing 
classes to carry out their own sweet 
will, and the best manner of prevent- 
ing impositions and the exercise of 
tyrannical powers, the invasion of the 
rights of others, is to make them im- 
possible or too expensive. 


"In olden times slaves and workers 


manifested discontent by taking up tho 
bludgeon or dirk for personal venge- 
ance. 
In our times organized wage 


earners are contributing a few pennies 
a week or a month to a fund which 
shall be an armament for the working 
people, so that at • the last analysis 


, they may say that they want a voice 


in selling their labor, iu determining 
hours that shall not be burdensome 
and in demanding a share 
of the 


wealth they create and if it is neces- 
sary to strike the fund will supply 
bread to maintain the long siege." 


As a social factor the speaker said 


that striheB were always elevating, as 
men to replace those thrown out of 
work in an unsuccessful strike wove 
either previously unemployed or prob- , 
ably not getting as high wages, while 
those out of v ork could not do worse 
than trade places with the others, ' 
though, being of a superior moral cour- 
age and btamina, they would probably 
maintain their previous level.

early times in this country and Eng- 
land he said he would rather leave to

Of the coal strike ho said that It 


was the outbreak of desperate men 
against the conditions that had pre- 
vailed for twenty-five years, and that, 
deplorable a^ were some of its results, 
yet all should agree tlmt it had made 
for the general good and had made 
the people think of great problems in 
a now attitude, compelling stutly of 
tho relations not only of employer to 
employee, b. t also of rann to man, and 
he congratulated all who had contrib- 
uted to the strike.

A few years ago, when 


were made- by baud, a fcujart g:ir! c->uld 
Hiaiiipulate MX pounds of tobacco in a 
ten hour day aud roll -j.uw cigarettes. 
Then came- the invention of tho ciga- 
rette making machine, whk-h a single 
operator nnwiagos with c-ase. Its a day 
it makes aoO.OOO cigsrettes. thus saving 
the wage* of ulnet;, -iiint- girla, a sum 
of wry uwirly Jfl5.t-i«0 a y«ir. 


Equally important is a recent innova- 


tion in the way of Lreadiuakiiijr ma- 
chinery. The various materials are 
poured into a huge glazed tub shaped 
rather like the cover of a pad-lie wheel. 
The tub rooks to and fro. and a paddle 
re\o!vt'S insulo, mixing the dough lucre 
thoroughly than human bands can do 
it uiid, of course, far more cleanly. In 
a few minutes a quarter of a ton of 
dough is ready ou a huge board divided 
accurately into quartern or half quar- 
tern weights. These are rapidly shaped 
and passed into a gas heated oven auto- 
matically, set at the correct tempera- 
ture. The whole half ton of bread is 
ready for the consumer ia throe hours 
and fifty-four minutes. 
The same 


amount took fifty-four hours of hand 
work according to the old fashioned 
method. 
~_ 


In the preparation of other foods the 


revolution is just as startling. It takes 
a good plucker all his time to pluck one 
dozen chickens in an hour. In a big; 
factory where r>00 dozen chickens are 
daily put up in tins the plucking is 
done by hanging the fowls in a recepta- 
cle surrounded by electric fans working 
at 5,000 revolutions :x minute. The sav- 
ing in vrages amounts to some $10,000 
a year. 


A million eggs a day are received 


from abroad at one of our northern 
ports. All these eggs have to be test- 
ed. The old method has been to pick. 
up the eggs one by one and hold them 
singly against a light The new Lyons 
egg testing and grading machine does 
away with all this labor. The eggs 
arc simply unloaded from the packing 
cases into the machine. 
They spin 


along an endless chain past the opera- 
tor, who sits opposite a reflector. The 
only light: which reaches this reflector- 
must come through the egg?, twenty 
of which can be seen at one time, yet 
everj- speck and spot iu them is plainly 
risible.

The new Hallenslcben "double, 
pile" power loom turns out in the samo 
space of time, aud withoutvthe aid, of 
skilled labor, thiity-flve square yards 
of exactly similar carpet. So great is 
the saving of this device that it is 
said that manufacturers vrill be able 
shortly to sell the best Turkey carpet 
at just one-third of the present price 
and at the same time increase their 
own profits.

the-long run be responsible for the sav- 
ing of in or* money than Marconi's 
wireless telegraph' c invention. The 
money sunk in submarine cables is 
over $."0,000,000. Their upkeep gives 
th'rty. cable ships constant work. Mes- 
sages cost from 1 to S shftiings a word. 
Compare this with the simple appa- 
ratus, of the Italian electrician and his 
sixpence a word transatlantic rated. — 
London Answers.

In his treatment of the labor question 


the president expresses himself strong- 
ly on the side of the wage earner, and 
yot he is unfortunate in his attempt to 
identify the- labor organizations with 
capitalistic combines. lie enters into 
an elaborate aigunicnt to show that 
there is no difference between a combi- 
nation of capital and a combination of 
labor, and he thus injures labor. In 
his justification of the labor orgauiaa- 
t!on ho includes a justification of the 
capitalistic organization, just a>s in his 
suggestion that the capitalistic combine 
may do wrong he includes the labor 
orpr.inization. 


Tuere is a wide distinction between 


the purpose, the operation and the 
olfect of the capitalistic combine dn 
the one side and the labor organization 
on the Other, The former gi'-es em- 
phasis to what are called properly 
rights, tho latter to what are described 
as human rights; the former deals with' 
inanimate coin, the latter with living 
souls. I* the former the magnate at 
the head of the trusts commands cold, 
hard cash; the labor lo.alor appeals to 
the conscience and intelligence of the 
members of the order. The capitalist 
can do what ho pleases wilh his money; 
the members of a labor organization 
can do what they please with their oili- 
rors. Tho industrial monopoly attempts 
to victimize- society for an enormous 
pmmiary reward; tho members of the 
labor organizations arc attempting to 
secure wages, hours and conditions 
that havo the approval of tho public,— 
W. J. Bryan in Commoner.
